Lee county Iowa in leveving and causing to be collected a tax 
of four mills for county wone and one-half to two mills for poor 
and one and one half mills on the doJIars for insane purposes 
annually ever since the year 1876 be and the same are hereby 
legalized and made valid and binding as fnll and to the same 
extent as if the same were in all respects done in strict con­
formity to the law relating to the subject.
